WHEN AN advertiser buvi 
space in a newspaper or maga­ 
zine he pays not only accord­ 
ing to the size of his ad but 
also according to the publica­ 
tion's circulation. But in tele­ 
vision a sponsor pays the same 
or a popular program as for 

a [.rogram with limited appeal.
A typical hour program costs 

around $150.000 a week for 
>roduction and talent, and 
about $150.000 for air time on

national network.
With an investment of $275.- 

000 a week any sponsor clearly 
irelers to have his plugs on 
he Beverly Hillbillies which, 

reaches 19 million homes than 
on a public affairs program 
which reaches perhaps eight 
million homes

CONSEQUENTLY an almost 
nexorable pressure is exerted 
oward "popular programs " 
The public affairs programs, 
he cultural programs, the good 
mi pic programs all have a hard 
ime getting on the air To 

theii great credit a number of 
enlightened advertisers such as 
Firestone. Gulf. Bell-Howpll 
and others are satisfied with 
 caching a selected but smal- 
er audience However, there 

aren't enough of them
Somehow you can't entirely 

blame the sponsors. We, too, 
want the best value possible 
Tor our dollars. The failing is 
in the system. The answer is in

sliding scale of advertising 
rates that is related to the 
popularity of the program.

THIS IS A recommendation 
of a recent Federal Communi­ 
cations Commission report on 
American television, and one 
that represents a promising ap­ 
proach to one of television's 
most serious problems

Certainly more sponsors 
would be interested In paying 
for serious drama if h<> had to 
pay only $75.000 for this air 
time instead of $150,000. By 
the same token a sponsor 
shouldn't complain too bitterly 
for paying a premium price for 
his messages in a program 
that 40 million view.

It's a complicated problem 
from the network's point of 
view, but a solution based on 
a sliding scale is bound In 
have a beneficial effect on TV 
programming nationally by 
providing audiences with spe­ 
cials interests more programs 
to their liking. The range of 
programs would widen and 
our choice each night would be 
more varied and far more in- 
(cresting than it is today.
